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Petition Drive Seeks 21 Drinking Age

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A petition drive to raise the legal 


drinking age in Michigan will shoot Tor returning it lo'21, 
organizers have decided. Originally, they aimed at raising the' 
drinking age to 20 because, as one organizer said, "That might 
bo the best we could do." But after sampling public opinion, 
they have decided to go for broke. 


The drive to place the issue on the 1978 ballot is slated to 


begin early next month, supporters say. They are confident 
there is plenty of public support to get it on the hallo! and ' 
approve it. The language of the provision is now under con- 


sideration by the Board of Slate Canvassers. Once approved, 
circulation of petitions will begin. 


The proposed conslilniional amendment would make it illegal 


to sell or give alcoholic beverages to anyone under 21 and 
outlaw possession of bonze by anyone under 21. There would be 
no "phase-in," under which those now able to drink could 
continue, as under legislative proposals/The petition drive was 
slated to begin last month. But supporters delayed it while 
discussing raising the currenl 18-year-old age limit back to 21. 
They report strong public support for the three-year hike.

vulnerable because he or she 
received less than 55 per cent oF 
the vote in the last election. 


The 
list 
invariably , is 


dominated by freshman and 
sophomore 
representatives 


whose names and accomplish- 
ments are vague in voters' 
minds, plus a scattering of 
ideologues whose affinity for the 
distant right and left edges oF 
the political spectrum 
often 


means 
the sacrifice 
of job 


security. 


In theory, Texas* 19th district 


has no place on that list because 
ever since it was created in 1934 
it has been the sole, virtually 
undisputed properly of one man 
— Rep. George H. Mahon, a 
lanky, soft-spoken Democrat 
who is the "dean" of the House 
and chairman of its powerful 
Appropriations Committee. 


Mahon has been elected to 22 


consecutive terms', and in 16 of 
those 
contests 
he • had 
no 


Republican opposition. When 
the first foolhardy GDP op- 
ponent surfaced in 1946, Mahon 
walked off wittfM.6 per cent of 
the vote. Four years later, he 
captured a mere 93.9 per cent 
against 
another 
hapless 


Republican. 


Three other opponents sur- 


faced in the early 1960s, but only 
one even came close to gaining a 
third of the vote iirthe barren 
but oil-rich West Texas district 
whose only sizeable cities are 
Lublrock; Midland and a portion 
of Odessa. 


After handily disposing of that 


trio of pretenders to the throne, 
Mahon was re-elected without 


i opposition for another Five con- 
secutive terms. Last year, the 
manager 
of 
an 
Odessa 


brokerage house decided to take 
his chances against Mahon. 


Conservative Republican Jim 


Reese captured 45.4 per cent oF 
the vote. Mahon, with the 
remaining 
54;6 
per 
cent, 


plunged overnight from poli- 
tical patriarch of the Permian 
Basin to "marginal" congress- 
man. 


"The big thing was age," says 


one newspaper reporter who 
followed the Mahon-Reese con- 
test. "Mahon admits to being 76 
and a lot of people suspect lie's 
even older. They just decided it 
was time for a change." 


Early this month, Mahon 


unexpectedly disclosed that he 
will retire at the end of his 
current term. Most of the news 
accounts of his announcement 
failedvto mention the 'congress- 
man's little-publicized brush 
with political defeat. 


But Mahon isn't the first 


House veteran 
to see 
the 


handwriting on the wall. In 
recent years, several committee 
chairmen 
have

tirement rather than face the 
potential ignominy of voter 
rejection in their senior years. 


Those who didn't understand 


that seniority had been trans- 
formed from an asset to a 
liability — men such as Reps.

DETROIT (AP) — City gar- 


bage- truck drivers hit the 
bricks today in the city's 
second public employe strike in 
less than two weeks. 


Pickets appeared at the cen- 


tral sanitation yard and nearby 
facilities. Residents again were 
asked to bring their garbage to 
six collection sites around the 
city, as they did in the one-day 
strike'of other employes that 
shut off collections on July 6. 


1 Provisions were made for 
emergency pickups from hos- 
pitals, said Alvin 
Johnson, 


superintendent of the 
solid 


waste division of the city 
department of public works. 


No requests for such pickups 


were in hand immediately. 


Garbage pickups already a 


day behind schedule because of 
the July 4 holiday and the July 
6 strike. 


Teamsters Union Local 214, 


representing the drivers and 
some other employes, voted 
unanimously Monday night to 
strike. 


A top union official said he 


expected the strike to last at 
least

drivers might picket the city's

July i, the average wage, for 
garbage truck drivers was $7 an ' 
hour.

could vote on a tentative eon- 
tract agreement it reached with 
the city on Sunday.

She said 
this morning In a telephone interview that she is "sick at heart" 
from an environmental standpoint that the limber, scrub and 
dimes themselves are being leveled. "There will never be another 
one created there," she said in outlining one of her two objections 
to approving the permit. 


Her second objection, she said, is that the firm about a year ago 


said it \viis~planning to build a 87 million sand processing plant and 
a related benealh-the-road tunnel. She said there is no new plant, 
and no tunnel and that now there will be increased traffic on Mcd 
Arrow highway as the firm transports sand for processing. 


Sand truck traffic on the road has already triggered complaints 


from city residents, she said. "Martin Marrietla has been as good 
a neighbor as a sand miner can be, but I slill'don't like" the des- 
truction of the dunes, Mrs. Stanard said. 


In his request for the amended permit, Arnold Alokna, vice 


president of operations for the firm, said that the firm had sud- 
denly experienced a greater demand for sand and needed the ad- 
ditional dunes area for mining. The firm's present sand mining 


permit expires in August, 1878. 


In other action last night, the commission set a public hearing 


on establishing a special assessment roll to pay for street paving 
curbs and gutters in the Dunes Vista subdivision. The hearing will 
be at 8 p.m., during the council's regular, Aug. 1 meeting The 
commission asked City Supt. Milford Mellon to start a study of 
how the city can best obtain a more adequate water system to meet 
growing demands. City officials said that for the fiscal year ending 
June .1(1, the city used 174,692,000 gallons of water, an average of 
78,fi()0 gallons per day.

'There are several bills currently under consideration in the 
Michigan legislature which should concern sportsmen. The 
.following is a resume of some important ones: 


House Bill 4557 would allow a slate resident to liuy a second 


slate park slicker for $1 for a second vehicle. The Department of 
Natural Resources says the bill could cost the department as 
'much as JIOO.OOO a year. 


Senate Hill 375 would increase the mandatory i'ini! for killing a 


deer or bear lo WTO. In supporting the bill, the DNU points out 
that recent surveys show that poachers kill about 1)11,0011 whitelails 
annually which arc worth $18.5 million lo the state's economy. 


House Hill 4501 would outlaw shining for deer if Ihere is a bow or 


firearm in the vehicle. Under the present law, conservation 
officers must prove the gun was uncased or was 'not locked In the 
trunk. Lawmen report (lint this is often Impossible lo prove as 
weapons can rapidly be flipped into (he trunk in many new cars 
or zipped in a case. 


. 
Senate Bill 405 would prohibit anyone convicled of a second fish 


or game law violation In a Ill-year period from buying a license lo 
bunt, fish or trap for three years. In support of the bill lo crack 
down on repeat Violators, Hie UNR notes one M-ycar-old outlaw 
who was arrested 21 limes in a 17-year period. Another person 
was arrested nine limes in a .seven-year span. 
•House Bill 4H!lli would transfer all rights-of-way abandoned by 
railroads lo (lie DNIl for recreational use and preservation for 
future railroad use. 


House Hill 45115 would require the DNH to biro trappers 1« kill 


coyotes. The department opposes Ihe bill, pointing rait that if II) 
trappers were hired, al a cost of around $250,000 annually, they 
would have no significanl impact on Ihe coyote population. 


• Senate Hill 537 would do away with Ihe free fishing license for 
wives. It would also reduce Hie cost of a fishing license from S5 to 
54. The DNH estimates Ibis would reduce fishing license revenue 
approximately $li:i,5<)0, even though alxnil 220,1)110 wives would he 
expected lo buy separate licenses. If the free license for spouses 
was eliminated, and (ho present license fee retained, Ihe depart- 
.•mem estimates Ihe stole would collected about $1.5 million more 
than it is now.
